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Effective Civil Defense Vital 


It has taken the shock of recent events in Korea to awaken 
the public to the job which federal, state and local officials are 
undertaking in trying to establish a civil defense program which 
is concerned with the protection of civilian life and property. 


] 


The civilian population is entirely unprepared to cope with 
an A-bomb attack. In anticipation of such an emergency, plans 
are being prepared through the civil defense set-up for mutual 
self-protection on the part of groups and communities. 


“Since there can be no absolute military defense,’’ says the 
blue book of the organization, ‘‘an effective civil defense is 
Vital to the future security of the United States because it might 
provide the means whereby this country, if suddenly attacked 
heavily and without warning, could get up off the floor and fi ght 
back. . . -An attack would be against all the people of the 
United States and therefore defense against it must require the 
coordinated effort of the whole nation.” 


Recruitment of volunteers has been lagging. There are many 
ways in which both men and women can help, whether through 
the auxiliary police and fire departments, Red Cross aides, 
transportation and evacuation activities, air raid warning sys- 
tems and communications. 


Now that a ‘situation of unparralled danger,’’ as Secretary 
of State Dean Acheson terms it, has arisen, civilian apathy 
should change to vital concern.

The ever-present Christmas tree, cotton or paper decorations, 
frayed wires, a lighted cigarette stub dropped among Christmas 
wrapping—all have been the cause of fires that have taken 
puma gus lives or damaged stores and homes at a loss of mil- 
ions.

Each year hundreds of children have had to spend Christmas 
in hospitals suffering from painful and disfiguring burns be- 
cause care was not taken to guard against a blaze starting in 
Yule decorations. 


Many of these tragedies can be prevented. Under the title 
‘Keep Your Christmas Merry’’ the National Board of Fire Under- 
writers has issued a pamphlet with rules which will help prevent 
fires in this dangerous period of the year. 


Its suggestions are easy to follow. Some of them are to 
choose a small tree, it is less dangerous; wait until a few days 
before Christmas to set it up; do not use candles; if needles 
near lights turn brown, change location of the lights; don't 
dress children in flimsy, flammable costumes. 


In selecting and preparing Christmas decorations, just re- 
member that safety as well as beauty should be a first con 


sideration.

It infuriates Russian Commun- 
ists to have Tito maintain that 
they, the Russians, are Marxist 
heretics because they contravene 
Marx’s principles to respect the 
rights and independence of small 
Such charges undermine 
non-Russian Reds 


who not so long ago imprisoned a 
Catholic archbishop and whose 
flyers shot down American planes. 
Public opinion recoils at many of 
the brutal features of the Belgrade 
dictatorship—and justly so. 

But a nation in jeopardy often 
must choose the lesser of two 
evils. Many wise statesmen ma&in- 
tain that Yugoslavia must not be 
examined separately. It should be 
considered in relation to the whole 
communist problem with Russia as 
the motiviating force of this anti- 
capitalist system. 


Weakening Grip of Soviet 

Unpalatable as all forms of 
modern Marxism are to democratic 
idealists, none could immediately 
endanger American survival were 
it not for the dread power and the 
determination to destroy the United 
States held by the leaders of the 
Soviet Union. These baleful men 
alone have the military might to 
menace the free world. 

Any policy that weakens their 
grip is a measure of national 
security for the United States, 
Judged in this light, we stave off 
war—or in the event of war add 32 
Yugoslav divisions to our side— 
if we hold Tito’s head above the 
waves. 

Were the American public better 
briefed on the Russian attitude 
toward Tito, it could more readily 
understand why he should not be 
allowed to go under. 

For several years it has been 
one of my editorial duties to read 
the world communist press and to 
keep tabs on Red broadcasts. In 
both mediums the ‘‘Tito clique”’ 
—as Titoists in all countries are 
described—is second only to the 
United States as the target for 
Russia’s most vehement hatred. 

The U. S. A. is the one force 
now able to block Russian domina- 
tion of the entire world. Tito—and 
the anti-Russian nationalism which 
he inspires—is the most serious 
internal threat to Soviet domina- 
tion of communist satellites.

U. S. Aid Angers Moscow 

Moscow also explodes in anger 
everytime the United States moves 
closer to Yugoslavia. The Kremlin 
calculates that without our aid, 
Tito might not be able to ward off 
famine, resulting from this year’s

revolt could succeed. 

The drought, the worst in Yugo- 
slav history, and the inflation of 
the dinar have seriously curtailed 
the peasant contribution to the 
nation’s food supply. According to 
Belgrade official figures, the corn 
harvest is 35 per cent below that 
of 1949 and sugar is even lower. 
Fodder is so scarce that farinels 
are slaughtering their cattle and 
selling the meat in the black 
market. Even Tito discloses that 
grain bins will be bare by Feb- 
ruary. 

When it was announced that the 
United States would ship emerg- 
ency food, Russian propaganda 
declared that Tito had deliberately 
planned to ruin the peasants and 
that now, by accepting American 
grain, he was purposely binding 
Yugoslavia to the ‘twar chariot of 
the American imperialists, who 
will profit to the extent of millions 
of dollars from the starvation of 
the Yugoslav people. This is the 
foul crime for which the Yugoslav
